HINT OF THREAT TO 
‘CANCEL PIONEER OUT’ 


Made by Oil Concern 
and Chance to ‘Take Mil- 


lion or Leave It.’ 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 
WASHINGTON, Feb. 28.—Carl 
Schuyler, Denver attorney, today 
took the stand in the Senate’s oil 
investigation to explain the million- 
dollar contract which J. Leo Stack 
of Denver ang Fred G. Bonfils, 
publisher of the Denver Post, ob- 
tained from Harry F. Sinelair for 
guieting-cleims én Téapot Dorie 


In a lengthy prepared statement 
Schuyler strongly defended the 
contract, under which Sinclair 
agreed*to pay Stack and Bonfils 
$1,000,000, and repudiated all re- 
ports that the settlement resulted 
from newspaper attacks upon the 
ofi magnate. Schuyler served as 
Stack’s attdrney in the negotia- 
tions leading to the contract. 

Schuyler identified himself by 
saying he had served as attorney 
for the Midwest and Pioneer Oil 
companies. Prior to 1920, he said, 
Midwest Was a lessee of the Pio- 
neer company, claiming 78 per cent 
of the stock. 

His statement dealt largely with 
the history of the Stack-Bonfils 
claim. Harry F. Sinclair, he said; 
had “wrongfully acquired’ the Pi- 
oneer and Belgo claims to Teapot 
'_Dome. Under a previous contract 
Stack had 5 per cent in those 
claims. And furthermore, Schuyler 
said, Sinclair was in no position to 
‘attack the Belgo and Pioneer titles 
| without jeopardizing his own inter- 
ests. 


Kansas City Conversation. 

Schuyler then related in detail 
the conversation he had with Sin- 
clair and Col. J. W. Zevely, the oll 
man's attorney, in Kansas City, 
that resulted in the $1,000,000 set- 
tlement. He said: 

“We went to Mr. Sinclair’s sulte 
‘in the hotel. Sinclair and Zevely 
were present. I had never met Mr. 
Sinclair and after my introduction 
to him, and without further pre- 
liminaries, I said: 

‘Mr. Bonfils has told me that 
your last and fina) offer of settle- 
ment is $100,000 and a one-half 
| interest in the net profits from the 
operation by you of 120 acres to 
be gelected from your lease. On 
behalf of Mr. Stack I decline this 
offer.’ Mr. Sinclair said: 

* ‘Stack will not get another dol- 
lar,’ I replied. ‘Do you mean in 
this settlement or {n the courts?’ 
Mr. Sinclair replied: ‘Courts are for 
the lawyers,’ and pointing to Col. 
Zevely said: ‘There is one of ‘the
